If Russia really wants to end the cold war, 


as her spokesmen periodically claim, Britain 
“ will not be slow to respond.’’ says Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd. That is a typical British 
understatement. 
The cold war is an ugly thing most irksome 


to the West, and no responsible pet son in the 
free world either wanted it started or wants it 
continued. President Eisenhower would not have 
gone to Geneva in 1955 if the Soviet posture at 
tha* time had not held out hope, Russia had lust 
withdrawn her occupation fortes from Austria 
in the one genuine gesture of coexistence with 
the West that she has made since 1945. Stalin 
was dead. Inside Russia and the satellites, some 
of the worst abuses of the terror were being 
eased, and a shift to production of more < on- 
sumer goods was announced 
For the first time 


it began to look as if Russia s talk of coexistence 
was not just talk. 
The West responded warmly to these vigns 


of a Communist change of heart. Geneva TalTecT. 
Initially it looked like a success, because Russia 
made promises which would have brought about 
real coexistence if they had been fulfilled 
The important thing to note is that when the 


Kremlin decides to negotiate in good faith, it 
shows by its actions that it means business 
In

We have also permitted ourselves to believe that 
the possession of money can be equated as evidence of 
the possession of intelligence 
The two are unrelated 
Men possess wealth because of financial ability, skill, 
inheritance, cupidity, dishonesty, corruption, parsim­ 
ony. luck. Intelligence is a product of knowledge, in­ 
tuition, imagination, discipline. Some rich men are in­ 
telligent; some are fools except that they know a 
particular trick very much as a dog or a monkey can 
be taught a trick. Of course, the easiest way to come 
into possession of a fortune is to marry a rich girl. 
but that may require charm, not intellect. 
The American view that the only incentive for 
creative work is to accumulate more mony can no 
longer be sustained as a universal law 
Soviet Flus 
»ia has established by ev idence that men w ill do the 
same type of work that Americans do tor monetary 
rewards, for no better reason than that that is their 
work. In a word, the managerial class in Soviet Rus­ 
sia. w h ile amply rewarded, cannot accumulate private 
wealth as our managerial personnel do here, but they 
show the same initiative, the same inventive power, 
the same capacity for work 
It is not only necessary to make this point, but to 
understand its sigmticance. Sputnik represents a kind 
of triumph but it is not as much a triumph of science 
as it is a triumph of management in industry. It is that 
that should be startling to us; not that Sputnik orbited 
and encircled the earth but that Sputnik could be made 
without the incentives of private industry. 


It in that that we have up to now believed to 


be impossible. Rut we cannot deny Sputnik. Bv 
every pragmatic test, Sputnik has established it­ 
self and it has also established the fart that whit 


^ we call slave labor can produce as well as free 


labor, that what we call Socialism can produce 
as well as what we call capitalism can. And that 
being sn, we 
need lo search carefully to dis­ 
cover the essential difference between our wav 
of life and the Soviet way of life to restate and 
confirm our preference. 


Essentially that difference is personal liberty. If 
that is correct then we have to ask whether personal 
liberty is a virtue and if it is. is it a virtue worth pre­ 
serving. And if it is a virtue worth preserving, then 
it must be preserved absolutely and not relatively. 
In a word, because of Sputnik, we Americans have 
much thinking to do and we need to think fast and 
furiously. Sputnik is a managerial revolution which 
eannot be ignored even by the most wilful.
